The crew at the Maple Leaf well struck another big 
gas flow Wednesday which threatened to blow the mud 
out of the hole. As the drill stem was being removed to 
change the drill bit it was necessary to keep the hole 
filled with heavy mud in order to hold back the gas that 
was coming in at the bottom of the well. The drill, we 
understand is now working around 1400 feet in a shale 
formation interlaid with thin bands of sand from which 


the gas is coming. Dave Credille who drilled both the: 


B.P. wells is very optimistic as he is encountering more 
showings of oil and gas at a much shallower depth than 
was found in either of the other wells he drilled .Both 
Field Manager Bersford and. Driller Credille are keep- 
ing a close watch for any change in the formation and 
whenever the oil showings appear to increase a core is 
taken, in this way they are confident of avoiding the 
danger of passing through any productive oil sand that 
might be encountered. These men are confident that the 
Maple Leaf Company will have the next producing well 
in the field.

The seven. der- 
rick accidents could have been avoided 
the Bureau points out, had 
fortunates worn life-belts while at 
work above the derrick floor, \ and,

_many of these accidents were caused 
by the neglect of the employers to 
provide life belts or how. many were 
caused by failure of the employees to 
use the belts provided, observations in 
the field indicate that the responsibil- 
ity rests jointly with the employer 
and the employe.
